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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-15 and 20-21 are allowable. After the interview of Paper No. 13 and 
reconsideration of Woodle et al., it appears that Woodle et al. do not specifically teach 
coupling factor VIII to the surface of liposomes taught therein. It appears that the 
teaching that ligands could be coupled to activated liposome surfaces (Col. 12, lines 64- 
68), is in reference to cell targeting ligands (Col. 12, lines 54-63) and not to the factor 
VIII discussed in line 17. It appears that the Woodle et al. reference as a whole 
suggests that drugs used in treatment (rather than in cell targeting) would be 
encapsulated in the liposomes described therein. Thus, the claims appear to be free of 
the art.
